BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Mayor, or their designee, is authorized and

directed to execute, for and on behalf of the City of San Diego (City), a Community Projects,

Programs, and Services FY 2023 City Council Allocations Agreement between the City and the

Moxie Theatre, Inc. (Agreement) in an amount not to exceed $5,500 for the project described in

this resolution
